ARGUMENTS ARE ALL ENDED 


Cooper Case W ill Soon Go to the 
Jury. 
Nashville, Tenn., March 16.—The 
general belief that the case would go 
to the jury caused the largest crowd 
yet assembled to try to get into the 
courthouse for the final scenes of the 
trial of Colonel D. B. Cooper, Robin 
Cooper and John Sharp for the killing 
of former United States Senator E. 
W. Carmack. But there was another 
delay. After Attorney General Mc- 
Carn had closed for the state, Judge 
H art announced he had not completed 
the charge. 
General McCarn spoke only a little 
over an hour, but closed with a burst 
of eloquence, a farewell Invocation to 
Carmack, “statesman, patriot, diplo­ 
mat, Christian gentleman and friend.” 
General McCarn’s argument is con­ 
sidered to be a remarkable and strong 
one. This is his first big case, al­ 
most the first case he has actually 
tried since he took the oath of offi' * 
last September, and his friends were 
out in force to see how he sequined 
himself. At the conclusion of the 
proceedings, they crowded around him 
as he sat with his eyes filled with 
tears, and fairly overwhelmed him 
with congratulations. 


Paris, March 16.—A general strike 
of the telegraphers of the postoffice 
department was declared following a 
meeting of the General Association pf 
Post-Telegraph Employes, at which 
6,000 were present. The resolution 
to strike was voted without a single 
dissenting voice and orders were is­ 
sued immediately for the withdrawal 
of all operators employed in the tele­ 
graphic bureaus of the department. 
The resolution recites that the strike 
action is taken as a protest against 
the arbitrary and tyrannical adminis­ 
tration and th at the decision was pre­ 
cipitated by an insult addressed by 
M. Simyan, under secretary of posts 
and telegraphs, to the officials of the 
association. 
Some time prior to tak­ 
ing a vote the general association of 
employes issued a statement protest­ 
ing vigorously against M. Simyan’s 
charge that the movement was anar­ 
chistic; they declared that ijt was de­ 
signed solely to protect their inter­ 
ests. 
The resolution adopted also pledges 
the members of the association to re- 
ristance until all measures of repres­ 
sion have been withdrawn and pro­ 
vides that an urgent appeal shall be 
issued to the telegraphers in the 
provinces to join in the movement.

Inventor Explains His Contrivance For 
Determining 
Exact 
Distance 
From 
Horn or Bell on Ocean— A 
Matter 
of Only a F ew Seconds. 


According to the officers of a wireless 
telegraph company In New York, a 
new invention, known an the "fog 
phone,” will afford protection against 
collision between ships in a fog. The 
Inventor is Robert II. Marriott of 
Brooklyn, one of the scientific directors 
of the company. 
Patents have been 
granted, and Mr. Marriott recently 
made practical tests, which, he says, 
proved the value of Uw* contrivance. 
Preparations are being made for Its 
Installation in n score of the ocean 
going vessels. 
The “fog phone” Is an amplification 
of the present systems of wireless te 
lephony ami the submarine bell, mak­ 
ing use of nil three of these methods of 
communication. Mr. Marriott descrlb 
od Ids device as follows: 
“The basic principle of the fog phone 
I* the fact that sound travels through 
the air at a rate of approximately a 
thousand feet a second or through wa­ 
ter at a slightly greater rate of speed 
and thnt when sound Is reproduced at 
a distance by means of wireless waves 
its velocity is practically that of light, 
or 186,000 miles a second. 
“This Is how I have applied these 
two well known scientific laws: A bell 
ringing in the air, if the sound waves j 
are gathered by the transmitter of a 
wireless telephone, may be heard dis­ 
tinctly In a wireless receiver one mile 
distant In one one-hundred-aml-cighty 
six thousandths of a second, or in 
stantancously so far as the human 
senses can determine. The same sound 
traveling through the air will reach 
the same receiving point Just five s e c ­ 
onds later. 
“These two sounds arc identical In 
tone, and it Is this fact which will 
prevent any mistake on the part of the 
operator in picking out a particular 
bell. 
The Instant the sound of the 
bell is heard through the wireless re­ 
ceiver the operator presses a button 
which starts a device similar to a stop 
watch, except that the points around 
the circumference of the dial instead 
of representing seconds Indicate dis­ 
tances in miles and feet. 
“The instant the sound of the bell j 
reaches the operator through the nir 
or through the mechanism of the sub­ 
marine boll he presses the button once 
more. 
This stops the clocUUke de- j 
vice, and the hand of the dial Indi 
1 
cates accurately the distance between 
the point where the sound originates 
and the point of Its reception. 
For 
example, should the sound of a bell on 
board a vessel In a fog be heard by 
moans of the wiroloss telephone and 
arrive seven and a half seconds ahead 
of the same sound going in the natural 
way through the air or transmitted 
through the water by moans of the 
submarine bell device It Is a simple 
matter to calculate that the vessel Is 
7,500 feet distant, or not quite a 
mile and a half away. 
The Indicator 
of the fog phono, however, gives the 
exact distance in feet. 
“When the sound of the bell is next 
heard the operation is repeated, and 
the dial of the Indicator shows whether 
the point from which the sound ema­ 
nates Is nearer or farther away than 
before. 
This knowledge enables the 
man In the pilothouse to avoid all dan 
gcr of collision. 
A bell ringing from 
a station on a rock or other menace to 
navigation will accurately indicate the 
location of such danger nnd make It 
an easy matter for the pilot of a ves­ 
sel to steer clear of It. 
“In some cases it is desirable to use 
a submarine bell Instead of the ordi­ 
nary fog bell. 
This Is made possible 
by the fact that all vessels are now or 
soon will be equipped with the sub­ 
marine bell apparatus, and the wire­ 
less telegraph system is now almost 
universally used by all seagoing ships. 
“At the receiving station the opera- 


less receiver, while the other co n n ects 
with the transmitter which picks up 
the sound coming through the nlr or 
water. 
“When it is desirable to reach out a 
great distance f<»r the sound of the 
warning boll both receivers at the op­ 
erator's ears are connected with tbe 
wireless telephone receiver. 
When be 
hears the sound of the bell be presses 
the button, and this not only starts 
the 
measuring 
device 
going, 
but 
switches the telephone receivers from 
the wireless receiver to the telephone 
transmitter used to pick up the sounds 
from the air or water. 
When the sig­ 
nal Is heard by way of the water or 
air the pressing of the button regis­ 
ters the distance separating the point 
of reception from the other vessel or 
danger point and at the same time 
switches the head telephone back to 
the wireless circuit. 
“It Is a fact often stated by the Of­ 
ficers of ships that It is next to im­ 
possible to calculate the distance or 
direction of a vessel In a fog by the 
SOtind of her hells or whistle coming 
through the air. 
A naval officer told 
me of 11 point In Puget sound where 
such a signal could he hoard more 
than a hundred yards In one direction, 
while In other directions It might be 
heard two miles or more. 
The fog 
phone sets such conditions as these at 
defiance.” New York Post.

“When It. is desirable to reach out a 
great distance for the sound of the 
warning bell both receivers at the op­ 
erator’s ears are connected with the 
wireless telephone receiver.

hears the sound of the bell he presses 
the button, and this not only starts 
the 
measuring 
device 
going, 
but 
switches the telephone receivers from 
the wireless receiver to the telephone 
transm itter used to pick up the sounds 
from the air or water. When the sig­ 
nal Is heard by way of the water or 
air the pressing bf the button regis­ 
ters the distance separating the point 
of reception from the other vessel or 
danger point aud at the same time 
switches the head telephone back to 
the wireless circuit. 
“It Is a fact often stated by the of­ 
ficers of ships that it is next to im­ 
possible to calculate the distance or 
direction of a vessel in a fog by the 
sound of her bells or whistle coming 
through the air. 
A naval officer told 
me of a point in Puget sound where 
such a signul could be beard more 
than a hundred yards In one direction, 
while In other directions it might be 
heard two miles or more. 
The fog 
phone sets such conditions as these at 
defiance.’’—New York Post

Inventor Explains His Contrivance For 
Determining Exact Distance From 
Horn or Bell on Ocean—A Matter 
of Only a Few Seconde. 


According to the officers of a wireless 
telegraph company In New York, a 
new invention, known as the “fog 
phone,” will afford protection against 
collision between ships in a fog. The 
Inventor Is Robert IL Marriott of 
Brooklyn, one of the scientific directors 
of the company. Patents have been 
granted, and Mr. M arriott recently 
made practical tests, which, lie says, 
proved the value of Ute contrivance. 
Preparations are being made for Its 
Installation In’ a score of the ocean 
going vessels. 
The “fog phone” Is an amplification 
of the present systems of W’ireless te­ 
lephony and the submarine bell, mak­ 
ing use of all three of these methods of 
communication. Mr. M arriott describ­ 
ed his device as follows: 
“The basic principle of the fog phone 
Is the fact that sound travels through 
the air at a rate of approximately a 
thousand feet a second or through wn- 
ter at a slightly greater rate of speed 
aud that when sound Is reproduced at 
a distance by means of wireless waves 
its velocity Is practically that of light, 
or 186,000 miles a second. 
“This is how I have applied these 
two well known scientific law’s: A bell 
ringing In the air, lf the sound waves 
are gathered by the transm itter of ii 
wireless telephone, may be heard dis­ 
tinctly In a wireless receiver one mile 
distant in one one-hundred-and-eighty- 
six thousandths of a second, or in­ 
stantaneously so far as the human

the same receiving point just five sec­ 
onds later. 
“These two sounds are identical In 
tone, and it is this fact which wflll 
prevent any mistake on the part of the 
operator in picking out a particular 
bell. 
The instant the sound of the 
bell is heard through the wireless re­ 
ceiver the operator presses a button 
which starts a device similar to a stop 
watch, except that the points around 
the circumference of the dial instead 
of representing seconds indicate dis­ 
tances in miles and feet. 
“The instant the sound of the bell 
reaches the operator through the air 
or through the mechanism of the sub­ 
marine bell he presses the button once 
more. 
This stops the clocklike de­ 
vice, and the hand of the dial indi­ 
cates accurately the distance between 
the point where the sound originates 
and the point of Its reception. 
For 
example, should the sound of a bell on 
board a vessel In a fog be heard by 
means of the wireless telephone and 
arrive seven and a half seconds ahead 
of the same sound going in the natural 
way through the air or transmitted 
through the water by means of the 
submarine bell device it is a simple 
m atter to calculate that the vessel Is 
7,500 feet distant, or not quite a 
mile and a half away. 
The indicator 
of the fog phone, however, gives the 
exact distance in feet. 
“When the sound of the bell Is next 
heard the operation Is repeated, and 
the dial of the indicator shows whether 
the point from which the sound ema­ 
nates is nearer or farther away than 
before. 
This knowledge enables tile 
man In the pilothouse to avoid all dan­ 
ger of collision. 
A bell ringing from 
a station on a rock or other menace to 
navigation will accurately indicate the 
location of such danger and make it 
an easy m atter for the pilot of a ves­ 
sel to steer clear of It. 
“In some cases it is desirable to use 
a submarine bell instead of the ordi­ 
nary fog bell. 
This is made possible 
by the fact that all vessels are now or 
soon will be equipped with the sub­ 
marine bell apparatus, and the wire­ 
less telegraph system is now almost 
universally used by all seagoing ships. 
“At the receiving station the opera­ 
tor has a pair of telephone receivers 
held to each ear in the usual way.

Com­ 
ing back another vote was taken, 
which showed 61 for the Rowe bill 
and 60 against it. 
As the members looked at their 
maps they noticed that the real New 
Brighton is only four nixies from the 
Mississippi river at Fridley, above 
Minneapolis. 
They could not see why 
that would not be as good a location 
as the site that Armour has selected 
four miles closer to the university, 
tho farm school and rapidly growing 
residence districts of the two cities. 
The party consisted of most of the 
members of the two houses and lead­ 
ing citizens of the two cities. 
Story of the Herd of Swine. 
The story of the herd of swine 
driven into the river furnished W. H. 
Putnam of Red Wing the theme for 
one of the most touching and effective 
speeches made on the floor of the 
house .ct representatives in many a 
year when the house was discussing a 
motion to reconsider the bill which 
gives cities the right to allow saloons 
to keep open until midnight. 
R. J. Wells of Breckenridge, who 
last week made the motion by which 
the bill was indefinitely postponed, 
moved for a reconsideration. He said 
he did thia at the request of a number 
of the leading business men of the 
three large cities and he had the clerk 
read a list of the names. 
“The house has gone on record 
against this bill,” said Mr. Putnam. 
“A few of the jobbing houses are ask­ 
ing for a reconsideration, but I see no 
public demand for it. I do not notice 
the laboring men asking for it. 
• 
“Some of you may have read in a 
bcok,” continued ’ Mr. Putnam calmly, 
“a story of a teacher, years ago, who 
| drove some evil spirits out of a man 
into a herd of swine.

J. A. A. Burnquist of St. Paul pre­ 
sented some petitions from St. Paul 
people against the bill.

the author, remained silent. 
Motion to Reconsider Lost. 
Thonias Kneeland said that in view 
of the fact th at Minneapolis had 
elected Mayor ’ Haynes after he had 
Indorsed the l l o’clock lid he, as a 
Minneapolis representative, would op­ 
pose the bill. 
C. E. Stone answered 
that St. Paul had elected a mayor who 
took the opposite view, so although 
he had been in the minority at the 
city election, he would be for the mo­ 
tion now. 
W. A. Campbell and L. N. 
Johnson of Minneapolis also spoke 
against the bill and G. W. Rodenberg 
of St. Paul for it. 
The motion to reconsider was lost, 
SO to 73. 
Fear of the wrath to come when pet 
measures of the senate get to the 
house, inspired Senator J. F. Calhoun 
to move a reconsideration of the vote 
by which the Brady salary bill was 
killed in the senate last week. The 
house members are up in arms over 
the tem °rity of the senators in stop­ 
ping their salary bill and threaten 
vergeance. 
The bill was replaced on general 
orders and will come up for discussion 
In a few days. 
Declaring th at the Texas senate has­ 
ten employes for each member, J. I. 
McGowan of Minneapolis told the sen­ 
ate that it should not hesitate about 
paying three cloakroom keepers $2 a 
lay additional for the first ten days 
of the session. 
He admitted that the 
men had already been well paid, but 
two years ago they got more money 
and—but the senate thought other­ 
wise and did not pass the resolution
